PARKING CARS 
ON GRADES IS 
LAW VIOLATION 


Most Motorists Violate 
Section Of M otor 
Code, State Sur­ 
vey Shows. 


IS C A U S E O F 
MANY ACCIDENTS 


A law which thousands of Penn­ 
sylvania 
m otorists 
violate 
daily 
without realizing tile transgression 
has been brought to light by the 
Pennsylvania M otor Federation, A. 
A., through a statewide survey of 
vehicle codes infractions. This sec­ 
tion, No. 1021, pertains to parking 
car on a grade. 
It reads as fol­ 
lows: 
“No person, having control or 
charge of a motor veldt Ic, sliall 
allow such vehicle to stand on any 
highway unattended, without first 
effectively 
setting 
the 
brakes 
thereon and stopping the motor 
of said vehicle, and, when stand- I 
inn upon any grade, without turn­ 
ing the front wheels of such ve­ 
hicle to tile curb or side of high­ 
way.” 
"Although this w ithout doubt is 
the most frequently violated section 
of the vehicle code police blotters 
and other records of arrest do not 
bear out this conclusion, for arrests 
seldom are m ade for tiffs offense,” 
said 8. Edward Gable, p relim it of 
the federation and chairm an of the 
governor's com m ittee on street and 
highway safety, "The fact remains, 
however, th at this provision, and 
particularly the latter part, is vio­ 
lated daily by nine out of every ten 
drivers. 
Serious Accidents 
“This m atter was brought to the 
attention of the federation through 
serious accidents caused by vehicles 
left parked on street or highway 
without the front wheels turned to 
the side. Set in motion by a sudden 
jolt, these m achines glided down Hie

Sturdy Wall Saved Union at 
Gettysburg, Minister Claims 


The strength of a stone wall built by Negro slaves before the 
outbreak of tile Civil war is one of the reasons why the Union 
SUH exists 
T hat is what the Rev. Gilbert Condit, moderator of the Phila­ 
delphia Association of the Congregation of Churches, told mem­ 
bers of the Shrine club at their weekly luncheon-meeting in the 
Hotel Adelphia, Philadelphia. 
"It was on a hot mid-August day,” he said, "that two Negro 
youths were summoned to build a wall around an estate in G et­ 
tysburg. It was tedious labor and the humidity was oppressive 
but the slaves did not lag. They built the wall well and sturdily. 
"It was around this same wall th at Pickett let! the last charge 
of the Confederate forces against the Union. One of the most 
terrific skirmishes ensued beneath the wall. It rocked and swayed 
but did not full. If that wall had fallen so would the Union. 
America would not have existed. 
"Let us,” he continued, "be like those slaves, who built ’.veil 
under difficulties. The effect will not be felt in our day but rn 
ages to come.” 
Condit was preceded by the Rev. Dr. T. Asher Hess, 88, a re­ 
tired M ethodist Episcopal minister, who was a drummer boy in 
the Civil war. Doctor Asher told how he saved his pennies to buy 
the $4.80 drum which went through the war with him. 
During his talk he illustrated th e rolls used at various cere­ 
monies on his 89-year-old drum. I t still is in good condition.

T he Spanish embassy at the Holy 
See did not know th a t the Pope 
had issued his Spanish encyclical 
and had not heard of th e autom at­ 
ic ex-communication.. 
W hen diplomatic circles read the 
encyclical they characterized it as 
“a declaration of spiritual w ar” and 
said the breaking off of diplom atic 
relations was inevitable. 
Made Representations 
The Pontiff said in th e docum ent 
he had made representations to the 
Spanish government ‘ because of the 
error of its course in wounding the 
dearest and most deep-seated senti­ 
m ent of the people in disturbing 
m utual union and harm ony while 
assuring his children of th e clergy 
and laity how near his heart they 
were in the course of persecution." 
After approval had been given the 
law concerning 
religious congrega­ 
tions he said he feels it his duty to 
raise his voice anew.

"Alert today means alive tomor­ 
row, if you take time to be safe,” 
is the admonition given motorists 
and pedestrians by Walter W. Mat­ 
thews, director of the division 
of 
safety of the department of reve­ 
nue. 
"The real solution of the traffic 
accident problem," Matthews 
de­ 
clared. “lies in awakening the con­ 
sciousness of every operator of a 
motor vehicle to the fact that he 
has a responsibility of his own. 
Pedestrians have the same respon­ 
sibility. They should 
not be too 
prone to place the blame on motor­ 
ists when they have a narrow es­ 
cape from being run down. 
"There is no way to assure ab­ 
solute immunity from 
accidents 
Care and forethought, however, will 
lessen their number. Through en­ 
forcement and education the bureau 
of highway patrol and safety 
Is 
seeking to instill these principles 
in the minds of drivers and pedes­ 
trian.’. 
Suspend Permits 
"Probably 
the 
most 
drastic 
punishment that can be meted out 
to a driver Is the suspension of his 
operating privilege. This has been 
found to be the most successful 
deterrent against reckless driving. 
It is not the intention of the bu­ 
reau to impose undue hardships on 
drivers. There are some, though,

"A narrow escape Is a warning 
that an unsafe driving or walking 
act has been committed.

ANY a failure has been thw arted solely through the bringing into use 
of the reserves of other days. 
T his is the way great businesses 
weather depression storms, and unforeseen catastrophies. 
A hum an bofhg can accum ulate reserves in his h eart—of courage, of 
faith, of will. So that, when dire days come about, there can be no de­ 
feat for him. for he has already learned the lesson of adversity, sacrifice, 
hunger, thrift. 
For m onths and years the athlete trains. It m ay be for but the con­ 
test of an hour! 
But all the time, during th a t tim e of training, he is 
thinking of the necessary reserves th a t he m ust have to draw upon at 
the crucial moment. 
None of us is able to escape m isfortune. 
I t is sure to come to us 
at some tim e or other. It is essential th a t each of us prepares for the 
‘‘rainy day.” 
Not alone is this to be applied to money m atters, but to 
the m atters of our character development. A m an can be pushed to the 
wall, and ruined financially, but you can’t break his indom itable spirit!

W illiam E. Henley, who wrote th a t im m ortal little poem ‘‘Invictus," 
did so in a hospital where he was bedridden for m onths w ith ah infected 
foot—and which threatened death. He suffered terribly. But, even th a t 
pain-racked body had to yield to a spirit who could exclaim: 
“I am the 
m aster of my fate . . . the C aptain of my soul!” 
Every tim e you fail to give up, you place courage in th e bank of your 
soul. People rise when they are knocked down—because such a sort of 
reserve bounces them up again! 
G reat deeds are achieved—often to the surprise of the m ultitude— 
simply because the one perform ing them , has over a long number of 
years, been accustomed to doing a m ultitude of sm all, worthwhile deeds, 
like the great tree th a t m ounts to the sky from its tiny acorn. 
Happiness should be the best habit we own—for by its hold upon us, 
unhappiness is easily dislodged. 
And one of the best ways of gaining a 
reserve in happiness is to bank it in as many other lives as you can.
